May it please your Excellency, 

We, the members of the Congested Districts Board for Ireland, 
beg leave to submit this Report of our proceedings during the 
financial year ended 31st March, 1900. 

Moneys for the Purposes of the Board. 

In previous Reports we have frequently referred to the 
insufficiency of the funds provided for the many duties devolving 
upon us. Our annual income from all sources has hitherto been 
about £54,850, consisting of £41.250 interest on the Church Surplus 
Grant, about £7,000 from repayments of loans, £1,000 a year from 
interest on Stock, &c., and £5,(500 voted by Parliament in aid of 
the cost of the staff. Only £1,000 a year out of the Par- 
liamentary Vote passed through our accounts, the remainder 
having been paid directly by the Treasury for the salaries of the 
permanent official staff and for the travelling expenses of 
members of our Board. The income dealt with in our accounts 
has consequently been only £50,250. 

Our annual expenditure in the eight years from the 1st April, 
1892, to 31st March, 1900, exclusive of the purchase of estates 
and of £2,800 per annum carried to a sinking fund, has been as 
follows : — ■

It will be observed that in the five years ending 31st March, 
1899, the net expenditure exceeded the ordinary income by about 
£13,000 per annum. This excess was provided for in the first 
four of those years by applying to general current requirements

the sum of £50,000 taken, with the consent of the Lords Com- 
missioners of the Treasury, from the capital of the Fishery 
Funds. In the following year, 1898-9, we borrowed £10,000 
from the Commissioners of Public Works (a loan which is beiim 
repaid in ten annual instalments) and sold £6,036 Consols 
belonging to the Irish Reproductive Loan Fund. 

The falling off in the net expenditure in the past year is due 
to the profit on sale of Guaranteed Land Stock advanced for the 
purchase of the Dillon Estate and to the postponement of 
improvement works on that estate, as will be presently explained. 

We now have great pleasure in stating that from the 1st 
October last our income has been very considerably increased, a 
new Parliamentary Grant of £25,000 per annum having been 
substituted for the vote of £5,600 mentioned above. We have, 
however, been informed by the Lords Commissioners of the 
Treasury that some charge will be made in future for the cost of 
postage, telegrams, stationery, and the repair and maintenance 
of office premises. 

The funds available for the past year, including the voted 
money which did not pass through our accounts, were :

The future regular income will be about £74,600, with the new 
grant of £25,000 a year in place of the two half-yearly sums 
included above. 

The new Parliamentary Grant is issued under the 5th Section 
of the Congested Districts Board (Ireland) Act, 1899, which 
became law on the 1st August last, and it is payable to us : 
subject to the following conditions prescribed by the Treasury 
under that section : — 

1. The grant is to be applied to the following purposes only 

(а) Administration, including superintendence and inspection. 

(б) Improvement and re-settlement of estates purchased 

by the Board for re-sale to tenants. 

(c) Technical instruction in relation to rural industries. 

2. I or any sum assigned from the grant to any of the above 
purposes, the Congested Districts Board is to contribute from 
its other resources an additional sum equal to one-half of the sum 
so assigned. 

3; The expenditure by the Board on works is to be reduced as 
rapidly as possible ; so that in 1904-5, and subsequent years, it l 
should not exceed £5,000 in any year. 
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The expenditure provided for in our Estimates, under the three 
special heads mentioned, for the half-year ending 31st March last, 
to which period the new conditions applied, was : —

The total expenditure required by the Treasury for the same 
period was only £18,750, and it is satisfactory to note that the 
policy indicated by the conditions prescribed falls in with the 
general lines on which our operations are being conducted. 
Owing, however, to the cessation of improvement works on the 
Dillon Estate and to the delay in obtaining certain farms the 
actual payments under the above heads amounted to just 
£18,758. 

£12,892 Consols, forming the Sinking Fund commenced in 
the year 1894, for the purpose of repaying the Fishery Funds, 
has been sold, and produced £12,908.

The total expenditure in the year included £304,532 cash paid 
for the purchase of estates, and £4,374 for the purchase of tenants’ 
interests and the redemption of charges. Against this we received 
£318,265 from the sale of £305,122 Guaranteed Land Stock. 

x As the Land Commission do not make advances to enable us 
to purchase tenants’ interests in farms or other holdings, we 
have to provide the funds necessary for this purpose. During 
the past year the expenditure under this head was £4,348. 

By Section 43 of the Land Law Act, 1896, the advances of 
Guaranteed Land Stock made to us for the purchase of land 
were limited in each county to twenty-five times the share of 
the county in the interest on the Church Surplus Grant assigned

The balance of Stock not issued in the County Mayo is re- 
quired to meet purchases of estates already agreed upon. 

Section 4 of the Congested Districts Board Act, 1899, enables 
the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury to extend temporarily 
the above limit up to which Stock may be issued, and in order 
to provide sufficient Stock for the purchase of the Dillon Estate, 
the Treasury, on our application, sanctioned the issue of £20,000 
beyond the normal amount for the County of Roscommon, nearly 
one-third of the estate being in that county. The Congested 
Districts Board Act of 1899, besides giving further latitude for 
the issue of Guaranteed Land Stock, contained several valuable 
provisions which extend our powers or facilitate our work in 
connection with the purchase of land, viz. : — 

Section 1 prevents a tenant, on an estate for sale in the Land 
Judge’s Court under the 40th Section of the Land Act of 1896 
purchasing his holding until we have had the opportunity of 
bidding for a part or the whole of the estate ; 

Section 2 enables the Land Commission to advance Land 
Stock for the redemption of head-rents or encumbrances on an 
estate purchased by us, Stock so advanced being charged against 
our account on the books of the Land Commission as though it 
had been issued for the purchase of an estate; 

Section 3 requires that the title to an estate shall be registered 
under the Local Registration of Title Act before the Land Com- 
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mission may advance Stock to us for the purchase. This facili- 
tates the subsequent re-sale by us to the tenants. We now 
require owners of estates to register title before the purchase 
money is paid ; 

Section 4 places us in the same position as other landlords in 
regard to the power of selling to tenants, through the Land 
Commission, holdings of less than £10 Poor Law Valuation, the 
prohibition contained in the 43rd Section of the Land Act of 
1896 being withdrawn. 

We desire to draw attention to a difficulty that has occurred 
since the passing of the Act in effecting purchases of estates from 
the Land Judge. Under the Rules of Court the purchase-money 
must be lodged fourteen days before a conveyance can be obtained, 
and until the conveyance is produced our title cannot be regis- 
tered, and the Land Commission cannot advance Stock for the 
purchase ; we, consequently, have to provide the sum required 
out of our own funds — temporarily at least. 

The Lords Commissioners of the Treasury have agreed to place 
at our disposal, by way of loans, from time to time, the sum of 
£100,000, of which £60,000 is for the improvement of estates pur- 
chased by us, but not more than £20,000 is to be borrowed in any 
one year, and £40,000 is to enable us to make loans to tenants or 
groups of tenants for the improvement or stocking of their hold- 
ings. It is stipulated that we are to borrow only two-thirds of 
the amounts we expend on estates or lend to tenants, as the case 
may be, providing the other third from our own resources. 

Further particulars of expenditure on estates are given in the 
last Appendix to this Report.

I.— AGRICULTURE. 

During the past year seven Agricultural Instructors were em- 
ployed in the following districts: — Carrigart, Carrick and Glenties, 
in County Donegal ; Belmullet, Louisburg and Tourmakeady, in 
County Mayo ; Clifden and Carraroe, in County Galway ; but the

Instructor at the last-named station was withdrawn in December 
and his place has not yet been filled. In addition to advising 
smaii land-holders as to the management and improvement of 
their land and stock, and lending farm implements, they inspect 
animals issued under the various schemes, and in 1899 had charge 
ot thirty-one Example Holdings, and about 500 Experimental a£d 
Example Plots. The work on some Example Holdings chiefly 
consists of permanent improvements, draining, levelling and 
clearing away rocks ; in others small grants of seeds and manures 
are made for the purpose of inducing the occupiers to try a better 
rotation of crops, or to. grow crops such as mangolds, or new 
varieties of potatoes, which may not be sufficiently known in the 
district. The different series of plots worked in the year were

In addition to the above, free grants of vegetable and garden 
seeds were made to 320 of the plot-holders, many of whom never 
grow any vegetables other than potatoes and cabbage. 



In the present season, 26 stallions are standing in the con- 
gested districts, four being thoroughbreds, fifteen hackneys, four 
Welsh cobs, one pony and two cart-horses. 

At no time since the improvement of horses was taken up bv 
our Board has the demand for the use of the horses sent out been 
so keen as in 1899, owing to the increased prices which have in 
J 366 ? reallze<J for tlle young stock. A large number 
of halt-bred hackneys in the hands of private owners both in 
this country and in England have been carefully watched with 
a view of ascertaining their merits, and almost without exception 
the reports have been satisfactory, while in no case has any 
want of staying power in the half-bred hackney been alleged 
Many instances have come under our notice of good pnces 
obtained for horses bred in the congested districts and broken to 
harness. The numerous inquiries made by dealers and other 
buyers as to the districts m which our horses are stationed point 
to an even keener demand in the future. 

It must always be borne in mind that our work in connection 
with horse-breedmg was commenced in a falling market and that 
the tide only began to turn about a year ago, a fresh demand for 
cobs for mounted infantry having arisen since last season. Many of 
the bestoftheremountspurchased came from those districts in the 
West ot Ireland which are served only by our horses, and in con- 
sequence the applications for horses to be sent to those and other 
districts have never been so urgent as in the beginning of the 
present year. h ° 
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The only addition recently made to the stud ;has been the Horses, 
thoroughbred sire “ Punster” by “ Philammon,” tracing back 
directly on the dam’s side to “Irish Birdcatcher,” a strain that 
should be specially well suited to cross with the typical western 
breed at Belmullet, where he will be stationed. The expenses of 
the stud have been considerably reduced by placing some of the 
older horses in the hands of private individuals. 

A great disadvantage that we have always had to contend 
with is the miserable description of mares in most of the congested 
districts, representing too ofbrn the class of animals which had 
proved to be utterly unsaleable, and yet have been kept for 
breeding purposes by the small landholders. Until the people 
realize that it is as much to their advantage to keep the best of 
the young mares as it is to have valuable sires stationed in their 
neighbourhood, the full benefit cannot be derived from any efforts 
we can make to assist them in this direction. 



During the past year 70 bulls were sold on the instalment Cattle, 
system, bringing up to 229 the number held by farmers under 
this arrangement.

Seventy-one bulls were purchased by us in the year, 8 in 
England, and 63 in Ireland. 

Twenty-three applications could not be complied with, owing 
to the difficulty of obtaining in Ireland all the bulls required, 
and to the prohibition by the Privy Council of the importation 
of cattle from Great Britain during the prevalence of foot-and- 
mouth disease on the other side of the Channel. 

Only two Galloway bulls could be obtained in Ireland, and 
17 applications for this breed had to be refused, although in 
October last 6 Galloways, which had been sold three years 
previously, were re-purchased, and sold to other farmers for a 
second term. 

Circulars were sent to the leading Polled Angus and Short- 
horn breeders in Ireland, inquiring whether they had bulls 
for sale, with the result that 19 Polled Angus and 10 Shorthorns 
were purchased. 

The 71 bulls purchased cost on an average, £33, including 
freight, and they were sold at the following prices : —

r J n cases an. additional sum of £10 is payable if the con- 
ditions contained in the agreement are not observed. 

Ihe marked improvement that has taken place in the young 
cattle in those districts where the scheme for the improvement 
or cattle has been in operation, and the increased prices that 
iock* 3 i en rea lized by the breeders are most encouraging. The 
diniculty of obtaining suitable bulls at reasonable prices is, how- 
ever, very considerable. 

The eradication of scab, which is extremely prevalent, is the 
most urgent requirement of sheep owners in the congested 
districts, and until some progress has been made in exterminating 
this disease we intend to purchase very few rams. None were 
sent out in the past year. Sixteen stations for sheep-dipping 
have been opened under the management of the Agricultural 
an<i °f men specially engaged for this work. About 
AL,000 sheep have been dipped, in the counties of Donegal 
Lralway, and Mayo. ’ 

Twenty-one jacks were being kept, under agreement with the 
Board, at 31st March last. 

Twenty-eight boars, all of the Yorkshire breed, were sold 
during the year on the instalment system, increasing the total 
number held on those terms to 43. 

When, in 1S92, we first undertook the improvement of the 
breeds of poultry we distributed a large number of fowl, but 
soon found that system was both too liberal and too expensive. 
Under our present scheme, adopted in 1893, we send out a limited 
number of birds, generally twenty-two, of an approved breed, to 
one selected farmer or cottager in each small district. From the 
centre thus formed eggs of the pure breed are distributed to as 
many as possible of the surrounding cottagers, to be hatched by 
them. The inducement offered hitherto has been one penny 
paid by us to the distributor for every egg of the good breed 
issued by him and, at the same, he should get from his neigh- 
bour, under the arrangement approved by us, an egg of the 
common country breed in exchange. 

. This system has now been some years in full operation, and 
in 1899-00 we paid no less than £400 for eggs distributed, the 
number of eggs issued being over 98,000. The results are seen 
in the marked increase in the size of the eggs in many districts, 
and when the new system of grading eggs for market according 
to size becomes more general the improvement effected will be 
better appreciated by the people. 

It has been found that the best fowls for laying are not the 
pure breeds, but the first crosses of these with the ordinary fowl 
of the country. As regards table breeds, however, the case is 
different, the crosses with the country fowl do not produce good 
results, and consequently the finer birds hatched from the dis- 
tributed eggs are too often sent to market at the first opportunity. 
Notwithstanding this tendency a good supply of table-fowl has 
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been maintained near Killarney, where there have been only two 
distributing centres, and one exporter has despatched 4,900 birds 
during the year from that locality. 

The varieties of fowl chiefly distributed in the year were 
Black Minorca, Leghorns, Faverolle, and Sussex. Our Poultry 
Expert travels through the congested districts every year, 
visiting the distributors, and inspecting the fowl kept by them 
and by the neighbouring landholders. On her recommenda- 
tion ten depots were discontinued and forty-three new centres 
started for the issue of improved breeds of fowl, making 114 
at work on 31st March last. The number of birds sent out in 
the year was 384 fowl, 578 Indian Runner ducks, 20 geese, and 
5 turkeys — a total of 987, at a cost of £162. 

The popularity of the Runner ducks is due to their good laying 
qualities and their immunity from fowl enteritis, a disease which 
is still very prevalent and very destructive. 

From careful records kept by some of our distributors, it has 
been ascertained that the laying average of the Indian Runner 
duck is 155 eggs for each bird, while the average for Minorca and 
Leghorn fowl is 150, and for the other breeds named above it is 
only 138. Plymouth Rocks did not give nearly so good a return. 
It should be remembered that these records were obtained from 
stock kept under the average conditions which prevail in the 
Congested Districts — that is, the poultry were exposed to wind 
and wet, and during a considerable portion of the year they were 
fed entirely on Indian meal and potatoes. 

The Messrs. Russell have now been carrying on the fattening 
depot at Carrigart, in North Donegal, for twelve months and 
have distributed 3,000 eggs of table-breeds, chiefly Sussex, 
amongst the cottagers. They have sent to market 8,274 table- 
fowl, 218 ducks, 186 geese, and 192 turkeys. 

Owing to the unusually long, dry and warm summer the season 
of 1899 was a most prosperous one for Irish beekeepers. Many 
of the beekeepers in the congested districts were beginners, yet 
the average produce per hive (nearly 664 lbs.) was remarkably 
high, if not unprecedented, and owing to the rapid growth of 
the industry the number of hives was much larger than in any 
former year. The result was a crop far surpassing all previous 
records. The statistics we have obtained from beekeepers 
working in connection with our scheme show that the total 
quantity of honey sold by them was 59,936 lbs. In 1898 the 
production of honey was only 22,925 lbs, and the average only 
544 lbs. per hive. 

These figures do not, however, include more than one-third of 
the honey produced in the congested districts. 

Unfortunately we possess no records showing the progress 
made in the congested districts since we first gave some aid to 
the industry, in 1893 ; but the returns published by the Registrar- 
General for the whole of each county (including the congested 
districts) show the great advance made between 1893 and 1898, 
tne total produce m the counties of Cork, Donegal, Galway, and 
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Kerry having been 29,332 lbs. in 1893 and 89,101 lbs. in 1898. 
The figures for 1899 have not yet been published. 

It may be interesting to review very briefly the history of our 
beekeeping operations. In 1893 we made a small grant of £60, 
which was administered by the Irish Beekeepers’ Association, and 
five or six beekeepers were started in County Mayo. In the 
following year the grant was increased to £123, and the results of 
these small experiments were so encouraging that next year, 1895, 
we took the work into our own hands and appointed Mr. Turlough 
O’Bryen as our Expert, under the superintendence of Mr. T. S. 
Porter of the Irish Land Commission. In that year the work was 
extended to Kerry and Donegal. In 1896 further progress was 
made, and an expenditure of £368 was incurred. In 1897 the 
expenditure rose to £636, owing partly to our purchasing the 
honey from beekeepers in the congested districts, Sir Thomas 
Lipton having kindly offered to buy it from us on favourable 
terms. By the sale of honey, hives, &c., £280 was received, in 
reduction of the expenditure stated. A series of lectures with 
magic lantern views helped to spread information on the subject 
and to increase the popularity of the industry, and the employment 
of Local Instructors, commenced in the same year, has given 
assistance which was much needed. Next year, 1898, the 
business continued to grow, the formation of Local Associa- 
tions was encouraged by our Expert, and the number of Local 
Instructors increased to 13. The rapid development of the 
industry in the last few years is also shown by the annual sales 
of bar-frame hives, which have risen from 80 in 1895 to 240 in 
1899. 

The greatest progress made in bee-keeping last year was in 
the Counties of Donegal and Kerry, and the districts of Glena- 
maddy and Woodford, in Galway, and Kiltimagh, in Mayo. 

A very satisfactory feature of the year’s operations was the 
formation of more Local Associations, of which there are now 
fourteen. We give them some facilities for purchasing appliances 
at moderate prices, assist them with the advice of our Expert, 
supply some bee-keeping journals, and pay an Instructor for 
each Association. 

_ In 1897 and 1898 the Instructors were paid 5s. for the first 
visit to each new beekeeper and 2s. Qd. for two subsequent visits. 
In 1899 a different system was adopted, the total fee of 10s. being 
spread over two years, and being payable only when our Expert 
certified that the beekeepers had received sufficient instruction. 

Our arrangements for the sale of honey last year enabled us 
to give the beekeepers 7cZ. for each full-weight section of 
first-class, honey, but for short weight or second-class sections or 
sections injured in transit, we could give at most 4 £cf. In 
future, however, the honey purchased by us will be classi- 
fied according to quality, not by weight. Beekeepers have not 
taken sufficient care in packing their honey to prevent the 
sections being broken, along the capping of the cells, by rough 
usage on the railways, and the prices realised in the past .year 
were, consequently, much lower than they otherwise would 
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have been. Another suggestion we desire to offer is that more Beekeeping, 
profit can be made from run-honey than from sections. 

The quantity of honey purchased by us from beekeepers was 
3| cwt. in 1897, 3J tons in 1898, and 12J tons in 1899.

With regard to the “ 1 oul Brood” disease, Mr. O’Bryen reports 
that the strong measures taken in 1896, 1897, and 1898 to check 
. the disease, were more successful than he had hoped. In Donegal 
(Ardara), and in Mayo, Kerry, and West Cork, where the disease 
had occurred in those years, and remedies were adopted, it re- 
appeared in 1899, but only in one case out of every ten dealt with, 
and it then showed itself in a form so mild that it could be stopped 
without killing the bees, and the important lesson was learnt 
that wherever an affected apiary was left twelve months without 
any stocks of bees the disease did not return. In all cases where 
a beekeeper allowed our Expert to destroy a diseased stock we 
undertook to supply another without charge, but in a few cases 
permission was refused and the disease spread further from these 
centres. Mr. O’Bryen has written a small handbook, “ Instruc- 
tion in Beekeeping,” which is fully illustrated, and will, it is 
hoped, prove very useful to those who are commencing beekeeping. 

The price is fourpence, and copies can be had on application to 
our Office or to Mr. O’Bryen. 

Since 1894, when we first took steps to provide instruction in P° tat ° 
spraying potatoes, the practice of spraying has been steadily " praymE 
extending, and there are now few localities in the congested 
districts where the people are not fully alive to the advantage 
of spraying ; but there is need for further instruction in the 
methods of preparing and applying the mixtures, and the wasteful 
plan of sprinkling with a bunch of heather is still very 
frequently adopted. 

Our work in 1 898 was carried out in conjunction with the Land 
Commission and the Local Government Board, and was described 
m our Seventh Report. In 1899, in view of the invariably 
beneficial effect of spraying, and of the ever-recurring danger of a 
wet season, we decided to send to the districts most in need of 
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instruction lecturers who would give information and practical 
demonstrations, not only in spraying, but in the preparation of 
mixtures ; eight lecturers were engaged, and 254 lectures given 
in various districts. A large number of copies of the very com- 
plete pamphlet issued by the Land Commission were distributed 
at the same time. 

We also made arrangements for selling spraying machines at 
the reduced price of 22s., the cost to us, exclusive of carriage, 
being 29s. In order to ensure that the machines sold reached 
the small landholders, whom we wished to aid, we issued cir- 
culars to the parish priests and protestant clergymen of all the 
parishes in the congested districts, inviting their co-operation, 
and we are pleased to be able to state that the replies were most 
favourable. Through the kind assistance thus given we sold 728 
machines in 84 parishes. It may be assumed that each of these 
machines was used for spraying five holdings. 

Two hundred and fifty-six spraying machines, which had been 
used in 1898 under the joint spraying scheme above referred to, 
were handed over to us in April, 1899, and of these 248 were 
sent to the estates we had purchased, for the use of the tenants, 
and six were given to the Convent at Foxford. 

We gave notice by advertisements that we were prepared to 
have analysed, free of charge, any samples of copper sulphate or 
special powders sold for making spraying mixtures, sent to us 
by occupiers of land under a Poor Law Valuation of £20. 

In order to assist both farmers and traders in distinguishing 
the pure copper sulphate suitable for spraying potatoes from 
the common “ bluestone,” which is useless for that purpose, 
we sent four-ounce samples of each of these materials to 
every Constabulary barrack in the congested districts — about 
270 stations. 

Grants of £100 each have been made to two poor districts in 
County Donegal for the erection of small buildings, to be 
attached to the cottages, for keeping milk and butter. 

The understanding in both cases is that, through a local com- 
mittee, about fifty small landholders will be assisted in the 
purchase of the wood and iron required, and that about £2 will 
be given to each of these occupiers for the purpose. 

Drawings and specifications have been prepared by the Chief 
Land Inspector, and have been printed for use in these and other 
districts where the want of such buildings is felt. The estimated 
cost varies from £2 6s. for a thatched building, to £6 for one with 
a slated roof, not including payment for skilled labour, which 
in most cases will be unnecessary. 

This system has the advantage that one visit from a member 
of our staff, when the works are complete, will suffice, and the 
cost of frequent inspections and other administrative work, 
which would be incurred if loans were made, will be saved. 

Acting on a suggestion made by Mr. Porter, we decided, in 
February last, to incur an expenditure of about £300 in making 
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experiments in the use of “ separated milk,” alone or mixed with 
other foods, for feeding calves. Creameries have now become so 
numerous in Ireland that the best means of utilising separated 
milk for calf-feeding is a matter of very great importance. The 
Abbeydorney Co-operation Society, near Tralee, have agreed to 
carry out the experiments at their creamery during the° present 
year. 

Mr. Smith, our Agricultural Instructor at Clifden, drew atten- Yellow blight 
tion to small brown spots on the potato tubers with fine brown 
threads extending from them, and Professor Johnson, of the 
Royal College of Science, Dublin, after examining specimens, 
found that these spots and threads were the seeds of the “ Yellow 
Blight ” disease. 

The knowledge thus gained is of practical value, as it shows 
that any measures taken to destroy the disease must not be 
confined to the portions of the plant which are above ground. 

A circular, based on the results of Professor Johnson’s investi- 
gations, was drawn up by Mr. Porter, and was printed aud issued 
by us in October last. See Appendix No. XXXI. 

Small grants, as contributions towards the list of prizes offered Agricultural 
at local Shows, were made last year to Agricultural Societies in Shows, 
the following districts : — Ballina, Ballyshannon, Imshowen, 
Dunfanaghy, Glenties, and Carbury, and to the County Kerry 
Society. 



II— IMPROVEMENT AND ENLARGEMENT OF 
HOLDINGS AND MIGRATION. 

The chief event in the past year in connection with the Dillon Estate, 
improvement and enlargement of holdings was the purchase, on 
11th May, 1899, of the estate of Viscount Dillon, consisting of 
about 87,669 acres in County Mayo, 5,652 in County Roscommon, 
and 136 in County Westmeath. A number of small head rents, 
producing about £100 a year, and charged on the lands of 
various proprietors, were included in the purchase, as well as the 
landlord’s interest in two large leaseholds on the Dillon estate, 
tbe laaffe and O’Grady holdings, the total area of which is 
about 6,755 acres. The total Poor Law Valuation is divided 
between the two congested district counties as follows : —

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Dillon Estate. The price agree d upon wag £290,000, equal to sixteen years’ 
purchase of the net rental. The estate was subject to a mortgage 
of £40,000, for the payment of which by us an equal amount was 
retained out of the purchase-money. 

On the 24th June, 1899, the Land Commission advanced 
£250,000 Guaranteed Land Stock to our Board, and the balance 
of £40,506 7s. 9 d. Stock on the 4th January, 1900, as the 
equivalent of £40,000 cash, under Section 2 of the Act of 1899. 
All this stock, except £2,892, was sold, on various dates, for a 
total of £299, 758.caslr The examination of Lord Dillon’s title 
in the Local Registration of Title Office was completed on the 
3rd January last, and the conveyance of the property to us was 
signed on the 26th of that month. We had, however, obtained 
possession on the 27th June, 1899, after paying a portion of the 
purchase-money. Lord Dillon undertook to complete the rebuild- 
ing of Loughglynn House, which had been destroyed by fire several 
years previously, and it is now ready for occupation. It is very 
substantially built of stone and is situated about six miles from 
Castlerea railway station. The demesne is well timbered and 
comprises about 1,000 acres, including a lake of 150 acres. The 
estate extends from Ballaghaderreen on the north-east to Bally- 
haunis on the south and Charlestown on the north, the first- 
named town and portions of the two others being within the 
boundaries of the estate. 

The arrears due by the tenants on the 11th May, 1899, excluding 
the year’s rent then due, amounted to £27,000, and became 
our property. After careful consideration we decided to require 
payment of the rent and arrears due in May, 1899, on the following 
terms: Those tenants who owed two year’s rent and less than four 

years were required to pay one and a half year’s rent; those 
who owed four years or more were to pay two years rent to May, 

1 899. These special terms were offered only to agricultural tenants 
whose annual rent did not amount to £25, and it was estimated 
that this concession was equivalent to the remission of £18,000, 
or a little more than one year’s net rent of the estate. Up to the 
31st March last, about £20,000 had been received out of £28,000 
due by the tenants under the above arrangement, but in con- 
sequence of the unwillingness shown by many of the tenants to 
pay their rents in November, when they became due according 
to the custom of the estate, the greater portion of the improve- 
ment works already commenced, and on which about 600 of 
the tenants and members of their families were employed, were 
stopped. Since then payment has been firmly enforced by legal 
proceedings and good progress has been made in collecting the 
rents outstanding. 

The tenants number 4,200, of whom more than half pay 
rents of £4 or less, and a still larger majority are migratory 
labourers whose holdings are too small to support them. Fully 
five-sixths of the tenants keep their cattle in the rooms occupied 
by themselves and their children, a custom which the Parish 
Committees have attacked in many parishes of Co. Mayo, and 
have already done so much to remedy by the erection of farm 
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buildings. We propose to give some assistance towards the cost 
of roofing out-offices, and we shall be much disappointed if the 
Dillon Estate does not soon show a great improvement in this 
respect. 

Most of the holdings consist of poor land, capable of con- 
siderable improvement by reclamation, draining, and improved 
methods of husbandly. The first necessity is drainage, some 
thousands of acres of low land being practically useless owing to 
constant flooding. The tenants individually could not make the 
necessary main or arterial drains, or deepen the beds of the 
rivers — such works could be carried out only by the owner of 
the estate. Immediately after we had obtained possession our 
Chief Land Inspector commenced extensive drainage operations, 
and by the expenditure of a few hundred pounds he has already 
doubled the productive value of hundreds of acres in different 
portions of the estate. 

When we purchased the estate the demesne and two outlying 
farms were in the occupation of Lord Dillon’s Agent, who gave 
us possession on our paying him compensation for his interest 
The area of these lands was : —

The compensation agreed upon in the above cases amounts in 
all to about £7,245, of which £3,600 was paid in the past 
year. Our intention is to sub-divide the farms amongst some of 
the tenants who have small holdings, but we have decided to 
advertise Loughglynn House, with the plantations and sur- 
rounding lands, not exceeding 1,000 acres, as well as the shooting 
over the entire estate of 93,000 acres.

Commission, we applied to the Ordnance Survey authorities who 
very kindly undertook to employ on the preparation of the 
preliminary maps as large a staff of trained surveyors as could 
bp spared from the general survey of Ireland. As the maps of

The works, referred to in our previous reports, undertaken in 
connection with the striping and re-arrangement of Clare Island 
were completed in December last. They included the construc- 
tion of fences measuring in the aggregate over fifty miles, the 
erection of houses and offices, and making accommodation roads 
and open mam drains. Except under very exceptional circum- 
tances, we did not carry out any work which the tenants 
might reasonably be expected to do themselves, and notwithstand- 
ing the 'urge, expenditure we have made — upwards of £8 380 
—there remains a great deal of work, in the construction of 
internal fences, the improvement of old houses, and the erection

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Our operations on the Thomson Estate have been much Thomson 
delayed by the unreasonable action of two of the tenants, but Estate * 
these difficulties have now been removed, and the holdings will 
be sold shortly. 

The Digby Estate, near Belmullet, has been striped, and the Digby Estate, 
tenants have been put in possession of the new holdings. The 
erection of mearing fences and the making of roads and drains have 
been pushed forward as quickly as possible by the constant 
employment of all the labour available on the estate. 

Much labour and money have been expended on the striping Port Royal 
of the Port Royal Estate, the erection of houses and mearing Estate ‘ 
fences, and the construction of accommodation roads and open 
main drains. 

Since our operations commenced every able-bodied man, 
excepting those who failed to pay their rents or obstructed our 
re-arrangement of the lands, had the offer of constant employ- 
ment, but it was not possible to complete the works before the 
end of the year. 

Most of the tenants accepted the wages offered, and the families 
of some of them earned considerable sums. Others, however, 
although poor, have been more anxious to purchase their holdings, 
and thereby obtain a small reduction in the annual payment, than 
to earn wages at improvement works on their land. 

One tenant refused to accept the sum we offered him, under the 
5th Section of the Land Act of 1881, as compensation for a road 
proposed to be carried across his holding for the benefit of his 
neighbours, and, acting under legal advice, we have decided to 
institute proceedings to enable us to make the road. 

Difficulties in connection with the striping of this estate were 
referred to in our last Report. One tenant has persisted in his 
refusal to surrender the small scattered plots of which his 
original holding consisted and to accept in exchange the new 
holding offered to him. Many other tenants who were willing 
to take new holdings have been unable to do so, and have been 
obliged to resume possession of their former plots, the re-arrange- 
ment of this part of the estate being abandoned. Seven tenants 
have been migrated to the old demesne lands, and comfortable 
C0 ^ a o es are i n course of erection for them. Other portions 
of the demesne have been allotted in small divisions as enlarge- 
ments of adjacent small holdings. 

■The Netterville Estate, near Mount Bellew, County Galway, Netterville 
consists of one townland, occupied by small landholders, and a Estate< 
arge grass farm to which we intend to migrate some of them, 
laired the tenants’ interest in the grass farm in April, 
oy8, but it was quite recently that the Land Judge consented 
to sell the fee-simple to us. We have not, therefore, been able 
until now to commence the striping of the lands or the building 
o houses, but we hope to be able to carry out this work and sell 

e new holdings during the current financial year. 
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The small estate of Rockfield, near Letterfrack, County 
Galway, has been striped into eight new holdings, one of which 
has been let to the Connemara Basket Industry, Limited, for 
planting osiers. On the other holdings four-roomed stone 
cottages, with out-offices, have been built and fences put up. 

his disposal of the holdings will be referred to presently in 
connection with the question of selecting migrants. 

The O’Reilly-Dease Estate, near Belmullet, has been striped, 
and the tenants have accepted the new holdings in lieu of the 
old. The fencing will occupy a considerable time, as there are 
not many men available. 

The 0 Donel Estate, near Newport, County Mayo, consists of 
two farms, the tenant-rights of which were acquired with the 
intention of afterwards purchasing the fee-simple, and we under- 
stand that the property will shortly be sold under the 40th 
oection of the Land Act of 1896. Until we have secured the fee 
we cannot, of course, re-applot the lands, and are managing them 
meantime so as to cover expenditure for rent, &c. ° 

There was considerable delay in obtaining the conveyance 
of the farm of Ballymacragli, near Castlebar, purchased from 
Lord Lucan, and pending the execution of the conveyance the 
building of houses . on the new holdings had to be postponed. 
Fourteen substantial slated cottages, containing four rooms 
and with a small dairy attached, have been completed. As they 
were not ready last wintt r they will not be allotted until the 
coming autumn, for if the tenants had taken possession in spring 
they would have had no manure for the cropping of the land. 

The Faulkner Estate adjoins the preceding. We hope to 
arrange the migration of some of the tenants to Ballymacragh 
harm, but this was postponed for the reason stated above, and the 
re-striping of this estate cannot be attempted until some of the 
landholders have migrated and surrendered their present 
holdings. 

On the Knockadoon portion of the Higgins Estate, County 
Mayo, seven slated cottages have been erected, but are not yet 
ready for occupation. The new holdings are fenced, and there 
are many applications for them. On the part of this estate near 
Claremorris there [are three veiy poor and helpless tenants, old 
people without families, who are quite unfit to manage land, and 
the difficulty of providing for them has delayed our operations ; 
but we expect to be able to sell the new holdings in the autumn. 

The two farms of Knockaunakill, near Claremorris, are striped 
into fourteen holdings, each of which is in two detached plots, 
and nearly all the mearings have been made. A slated cottage if 
being erected on each holding, and a road has been made through 
the lands to connect the several plots with the public road. 
Although every available labourer in the neighbourhood has 
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been employed on the fencing, road making, and house building, 
the holdings are not yet ready, and will not be sold until 
autumn. 

Possession of the Browne Estate, County Mayo, was not G. E Browne 
obtained until 28th July, 1899. It is situated in the parishes of Estote - 
Bohola and Kiltimagh. The Kiltimagh portion was stiiped 
immediately after possession was taken; the tenants accepted 
the new holdings and put in their crops in the spring of the 
present year. 

One of the townlands, Cuiltrasna, was in the occupation of 
twelve tenants, who held their land in 220 detached portions. 

Owing to the different qualities of land, it was necessary to 
arrange that each of the new holdings should comprise two or 
three detached stripes, containing in the aggregate the same area, 
or being of the same value as the old holding. All are laid out in 
a regular manner, and connected by a road. 

Very little w 7 ork can be done on this estate until next winter, 
when the tenants, who are all migratory labourers, will return 
from England. 

The Browne Estate, near the town of Galway, contains a J- A Browne 
grazing farm of which we had not obtained possession when the ' tatc ' 
year closed, and consequently the striping had not been 
attempted. 

The Mitchell Estate, at Tourmakeady, County Mayo, contains Mitchell 
about 13,116 acres, a considerable part of which is mountain Est,t '' 
grazing. There are 230 tenants in occupation of about 11,526 
acres, including grazing on part of the mountain land. \V e had 
agreed to terms of purchase in July, 1899, but have not yet 
obtained the conveyance, and have therefore not yet commenced 
the re-arrangement of the land. 

As in the preceding case, a long time has elapsed since we came Vcsey-Sioney 
to terms for the purchase of Mr. Vesey-Stoney’s Estate, near Es,l “ e ' 
Newport, County Mayo, and, owing to the delay in making title 
under the Local Registration of Title Act, we have not been able 
to take possession.

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III. — SEA FISHERIES . 



Fresh Fish Trade. 

In the Spring fishery of 1898 we purchased mackerel from the Spring- 
fishermen at a scale of prices fixed for different dates in the Mackerel 
season, but in the Spring of 1899 we were able to commence the Fishei7 ' 
system we have always had in view, that of leaving the trade 
as much as possible in the hands of merchants after the fishery 
has been fairly developed. We accordingly made arrangements 
with a well-known firm of merchants who agreed to purchase 
the fish at Aran, Cleggan and Doonloughan at the following 
rates : —

The fishermen were informed that if at any time during the 
season they sold to any other merchant than the firm which 
guaranteed the above prices, they would lose the right to sell at 
these rates during the remainder of the season. Under our agree- 
ment we lent to the firm referred to two ice-hulks for Aran and 
Cleggan and a supply of fish- boxes. 

( Owing to the good fishing at Aran and the high price of Aran, &*. 
mackerel in the English markets in the earlier part of the season, 
a second firm sent an ice-hulk to Aran, and during a short period, 
while the market price left a good profit, they offered better terms 
than those fixed under our arrangement 

The result of this competition was that all the fishermen, 
unfortunately for themselves, sold to the new-comers and forfeited 
their right to the fixed scale. From that date the price was 
dependent entirely on the course of the market and very soon 
fell much below our scale, to the advantage of the firm with 
whom our contract had been made, and to the great loss of the 
nshermen. 



The catches of fish were, however, so large that on the whole 
tlie earnings of the boats surpassed the average of previous years, 
the fine weather in May contributed very much to this satis- 
actory- result, the boats having been prevented from fishing on 
only four nights during that month.

Mackerel tamed about 12,250 boxes of fresh fish and over 1,370 barrels 

Fisherv. were cured. The total number of fish represented by these 

quantities is 1,148,640, and the total for Aran, Cleggan and 
Doonloughan was 2,100,660, which is to be compared with 
1,630,000 bought by us in the previous year at those three 
stations.

The fleet engaged in the mackerel fishery at Aran consisted of 
3o large boats and 23 open boats and canoes, the crews numbering 
° j ’ ®'?J nen and boys were employed in curing and marketing, 
and £357 was paid to them in wages. 



On the western coast of Galway the mackerel fishing com- 
menced on the 4th April and closed on 20th June. During 
April the takes were very small owing to stormy weather, but 
ubsequently improved so much that on the whole the year was 
above the average, both the quantity of fish and the price being 
satisfactory. Our fixed scale was paid, chiefly to large boats, 
by one firm, and at one time there were as many as five other 
merchants buying. 7,115 boxes were sold fresh, and 1,302 
barrels were cured, not including 828 barrels cured at Boffin 
Island. 



Ci'gjM, &c. The fishing fleet at Cleggan consisted of fifteen large boats, 
and 48 row-boats and canoes. The crews numbered 
about oJO men, and 150 persons were employed in curing, &c.

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taken fresh by road and by row-boats to Clifden, and when the Spring 
prices fell, early in June, curing was commenced and continued 
until the last week of that month. 200 barrels were cured at 
about 5s. per hundred of 126 fish. Fourteen open boats with 56 
men were employed, and 60 were engaged in curing, at which 
they earned about £40. 

As no merchants were icing mackerel at Roundstone, where 
there is a considerable fleet, we opened the curing station about 
the 10th June, and closed it on the 19th August. This station was 
worked by the firm with whom we had arranged prices at Aran 
and Cleggan; 261 barrels were cured by them, and the price 
obtained by the fishermen was about 5s. The sum paid for 
labour may be estimated at £50. 

In our Seventh Report an account was given of the various Blacksod Bay 
preparations made, early in the year 1899, for the opening of a 
new mackerel fishery at Blacksod, as an experiment which it 
was hoped might lead to the establishment of a profitable in- 
dustry on that part of the coast. A new siding was made by the 
Midland Great Western Railway Company at a point where the 
line passes close to a navigable channel formed by a branch of 
Achill Sound. This channel had been buoyed under the direc- 
tions of our engineer, and all other arrangements were made before 
the commencement of the season. The fishing station at Blacksod 
Point was opened under our own management on the 28th 
March, and a hulk with a suppl} 7 of ice was in readiness, but up 
to the 17th April the weather was unfavourable, and very little 
was done. The icing of fresh fish ceased on the 1 0th J line, and 
from that date to the 11th July, when the station was let to 
merchants, we cured the fish. In order to induce experienced 
fishermen with properly equipped boats to risk the uncertainty 
of an untried fishing ground, we entered into agreements with 
two Arklow crews who undertook to spend the season at Black- 
sod on our promising them a bounty of £40 each and a constant 
price of 14s. per hundred for the fish. 

From five local open boats we purchased mackerel up to the 
1st May, at 14s., from 1st to 16th May, at 10s., 16th to 31st 
May, at 7s. 6d, and from 1st J une to the end of the season, at 5s. 

The prices we obtained in the English markets were good up 
to the last week in April, while fish were scarce. After that 
time the large supplies of mackerel from other parts of the 
coast caused a great decline in the price, and from the beginning 
of May to the first week in June the gross price obtained was 
only about 9s. per half-box. 

The subjoined account shows that the financial result of this 
first season’s experiment was a loss of £1,015 ; but we regard this 
as an investment which may in future years add considerably to

In Donegal the long-line fishing in February and March was 
carried on, chiefly at Teelin, by fourteen of the large boats which 
had returned to this district from the herring fishery at Downing’s 
Bay. Nearly twenty yawls were also fishing from Teelin, 



A very brisk demand for cod and ling from the buyers at 
Cladnageeragh Pier, Teelin Harbour, brought the best prices 
ever obtained by the fishermen in this district, viz. :

Owing to the good market we had to give at our curing stations 
4s. per dozen for cod and 6s. for ling. These prices were Is. per 
dozen higher than we had given in previous years. The fish 
were chiefly sold fresh in the neighbourhood or despatched by 
tram from Killybegs to the northern Irish towns 



The total earnings of the Teelin boats were about £1,550 the 
fourteen large boats making £900 an'd the eighteen small boats 
£650. 



At Malmbeg, near Teelin, the fishing was also good, but owing 
to the distance from the Railway at Killybegs the prices obtained 
here were not so good. The eight or nine yawls made, however, 
the very substantial total of £400. 

It is noticeable that at these Donegal stations the principal 
fishing is for cod, while at the Aran Islands the earnings were 
made mostly from ling and conger.

closed socn after 31st March. The results were fairly good and 
would probably have been unusually satisfactory if the fishing 
had not been interrupted by a great disaster which befel the

i seem er, A gale from the east drove ashore five large 
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decked fishing boats, and four men of the crews — Patrick Mullen, p?“ h ^ ““ 
Michael Nally, Martin M'Donagh, and Anthony Flaherty — were Aran. ’ 
drowned. This unprecedented calamity was felt as a severe 
blow by the entire population of the islands, and for some time 
put a stop to all fishing, a large number of people spending many 
days in searching for the bodies, only three of which were found. 

The Parish Priest, Father Farragher, at once took steps to 
obtain help for the relatives of the drowned men, and -with the 
aid of the Lord Mayor of Dublin and other kind and influential 
friends, he succeeded in raising a fund of over £1,000. 

The value of the boats lost was fully £1,000, and about half 
that amount was due to our Board on loans. Two of the boats, 
the Enterprise, owned by M. Folan, and the Roving Swan, 

P. Costello, were afterwards repaired, but the other three became 
total wrecks. These were the Success, E. O’Flaherty, the Joseph, 

P. Flaherty, and the Louisa,, B. Madden. 

The long-line fishing was carried on at Aran from January to 
March by seven large boats and two yawls from Kilronan, one 
yawl from Kilmurvey, six yawls and a fleet of canoes from South 
Aran. The canoes did not do very well, but the yawls, which 
have been introduced by this Board have proved to be very- 
suitable to the requirements of this fishery. Four of these boats 
which we supplied in December had paid off half their cost 
before the end of March, the earnings being at the rate of £7 to 
£10 per man. 

Good prices were obtained and more of the large boats will 
fish with long lines next year instead of trawling.

Herring Fishing. 

On the coasts of Mayo and Galway the attention of the fisher- Herrins 
men is almost exclusively' devoted to the long-line and mackerel ^mas- 
fisheries, and the small quantity of herrings caught is generally 
consumed locally, but on the north coast of Donegal the herring 
fishery is practically the only fishing. It was commenced on that 
coast by our Board in 1893, and has made such progress during 
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the six subsequent years that the number of large decked boats 
lias increased to 29. The crews were a few years ago quite 
unaccustomed to the management of large boats, and they are 
still employed the greater portion of the year on their farms, 
half of the boats being worked only during the four months of 
the herring fishing at Downing’s Bay, after which the others 
return south to Teelin for the long-line fishing in winter. 

At Downing’s Bay the last sea-son commenced early in August 
and closed at the end of November. Very little was earned 
until the end of September, and though the catches were at no 
time very heavy, the total value of the fish caught, £4,900, was 
fairly satisfactory, high prices being obtained from five merchants 
who were curing at that station. 

As much as 34s. per cran was paid, and the average of 25s. to 
26s. was very good. The fish were not, however, equal to those 
of former years in size. In December and January some good 
takes of inferior fish were obtained by yawls and curraghs. 

At Burtonport, Kincasslagh, and Maheragallon, herrings 
made their appearance in September, but the fishing on these 
grounds was light all through the season, and in Aranmore 
Roads, where the bulk of the herrings were formerly caught, 
hardly any were obtained after October. Most of the fish landed 
at Burtonport were brought from Traweenagh Bay, where very 
large quantities of herrings have appeared in several successive 
seasons. The fish from Aranmore Roads were of good quality 
and were sold at high prices, but the immense quantities brought 
from Traweenagh reduced the price to 10s. per cran. Curing was 
then very actively carried on at Burtonport, and the kippering 
establishment of the Donegal Fishing Co. ceased making kippers 
early in November, and commenced curing, while at the neigh- 
bouring stations the whole of the herrings were cured. At 
a station opened on Gola Island by a firm of merchants over 500 
barrels were cured. At Traweenagh the fishing began in October 
end was far heavier than in any past year. Most of the fish 
were caught by row-boats and were landed at high water at 
Ardara, and then taken about the country in carts for sale. 
Mr. M'Nelis, of Ardara, cured over 100 barrels, but these fish 
were not suitable for curing, and the fishermen were unable to 
get more than 10s. per 1,000 when they were most plentiful. 

The fishing in this district continued without a break for 
fifteen weeks, and the quantity of herrings caught was unpre- 
cedented on the Donegal coast. No exact figures are obtainable ; 
but there is good reason to believe that as much as 30,000 crans 
were caught in Traweenagh Bay, and one merchant cured 
between 3,000 and 4,000 barrels there. Some were taken to 
Burtonport by water, and some by carts to Dungloe, and 
cured at those stations. The quantity sent fresh by rail and 
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carts, and sold in the country, was enormous ; from fifty to one 
hundred carts being employed daily. Prices often fell to 2s. Qd. * 13 mg 
and 5s. per cran of 600 or 700 fish. After Christmas a better 
demand set in, chiefly for fresh herrings for the English markets, 
and frequently as many as 100 carts were conveying the fish to 
Glenties railway station. Towards the end of the season the price 
rose to 15 s. and 2 Us. 

It is remarkable that very little of the fishing was done by 
large boats or in deep water. The bay being shallow and land- 
locked, this great harvest fell to the share of the small open 
boats, and there is, consequently, a great demand for yawls and 
nets for next season. 

The earnings of the fishermen engaged in the Donegal herring 
fishery last season are returned as £32,194, half of which was 
made at Traweenagh, and, in addition to this, more than £7,400 
was earned by carters and workers at curing stations. Four 
yawls made about £200 each, and one which frequently fished 
day and night made the large sum of £1,200. 

Owing to the amount of fish cured, all the barrels at our 
cooperages in Burtonport and Teelin were sold, and large quan- 
tities had to be imported from Scotland. 



Cured Fish Trade. 

The Board opened four stations for curing herrings during the 
autumn season, 1899, at Binroe, in County Mayo, and Trabane, 
Kiggaul, and Costello, in County Galway, but no herrings were 
offered for sale. 

At Blacksod Point fifty-four barrels of herrings were cured by 
us during the spring season, 1899, and were sold for £59 8s. 

As stated above in our reports of the spring mackerel fishery, Mackerel, 
about 3,142 barrels of mackerel were cured by merchants at 
Aran, Cleggan, Doonloughan, and Roundstone. The demand 
from America for cured Irish mackerel was active, and the prices 
obtained were satisfactory. 

No mackerel were cured by. the Board except at the new 
fishery, Blacksod Bay, where 252 barrels were cured after the 
price fell too low to pay for icing and for the cost of transport to 
English markets. 

During the autumn of 1899 there were let to merchants, for Autumn 
the pickling of herrings or mackerel, five stations in County " 1 ^ kerel 
Donegal, seven in County Mayo, and six in County Galway. 8 mff ' 
The results obtained are shown by the following table, which 
carries on the information given at page 17 of our Eighth 
Report.

At the Aran Islands there were practically no herrino-s but the 
autumn mackerel fishing was fairly good, especially for the canoes. 
It commenced about the first week in September, and lasted until 
the end ot October, when the rough weather brought it to a close 
ihe average price was about 10s. per 120. Three large boats and 
twenty-three canoes were engaged. The earnings of crews of 
canoes during this short fishing varied from £6 a man to 
*12 10s. 

In the winter of 1899-1900, nine stations were opened by the 
Jloard for curing cod, ling, and glasson, but at three of these no 
hsh were offered, as we have stated above, owing to the active 
demand for fresh fish. The purchases at the other stations were

Development op the Fishing Industry. 

As shown by our report under the head of Spring Fisheries 
the new Mackerel Fishery at Blacksod lias given, in the first year 
ofits existence very encouraging results. Some further outlay on 
the channel and landing place at Tonragee will be necessary and 
has been justified by the success attained. J 



During the past year one “Zulu” boat was added to the 
Donegal fleet, making the number of these decked herring boats 
twenty-nine. Ihe “Nobbies” or decked mackerel boats on the 
Galway and Mayo coasts were increased from nine to seventeen. 
Of the eight new boats three were built in the County Down, 
two m Peel a,nd three in the Congested Districts, not including 
the two nobbies built at Killybegs which had not been fitted 
out when the year closed. The two classes of share-system boats 
i ve "f“ number together forty-six, and with their gear 

£3 ' 9 . 62 has been re P aid ’ in addition to 
£912 deducted from the earnings for the cost of instruction. 
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The Fishery Loans transferred to us by the Board of Works Boats on loan 
in 1893 amounted to £36,685, including all instalments of system, 
interest and principal then unpaid. . Of this total we have since 
collected £29,466 and have written off as irrecoverable £4,078, 
leaving a balance of £3,141 to be collected. The loans made by 
us since 1893 amount to £35,676. (See Appendix V.) 

Loans amounting to £6,966 were made in the year for fishim* 
boats and gear, fourteen large boats being purchased in this way, 
bringing up the total to seventy-two. 

The entire fleet of large fishing boats now on the Board’s 
books numbers 118, five of which are owned outside the Con- 
gested Districts. 

A scheme for the insurance of fishing boats has been engaging Insurance of 
our attention, but has not yet been brought into a shape which boats - 
will meet all the necessary conditions. 



INSTRUCTION IN FlSHINS. 

Until the year 1898-9 no fishing boat was required to pay any Instruction in 
portion of the wages of an Instructor provided by the Board for FisM “ s ' 
the benefit of the crew. In that year the number of Instructors 
employed for long or short periods was 63, and the total cost 
reached the large sum of £4,000. It was not, however, the in- 
creased expenditure alone which obliged us to consider the 
advisability of requiring the crews to bear part of the cost of 
instruction ; another reason was that the crews almost universally 
took .undue advantage of the Instructor’s services, and them- 
selves paid no attention to the nets and gear, but left the repairs 
entirely to the Instructor. The crew thus lost a very important 
part of the training which they should receive while the In- 
structor was with them. 

It is anticipated that in the current year the annual cost of 
instruction, now about £5,000, will be materially reduced, 
although a number of new and inexperienced crews will every 
year require this assistance. 



Boat-building. 

The Killybegs Industrial School, which has been assisted by a Boat-building, 
grant from us for the purpose, launched a very fine Zulu boat 
last year and two small nobbies. Another nobby was built for 
us by the Baltimore Fishery School. 

Two nobbies were built on Mynish Island, Connemara, by 
Messrs, doherty Brothers, after the Shipwright-Instructor had 
been withdrawn from them. Two nobbies were also built by 
Messrs. Irayer on Gorumna Island, Connemara, the services of 
the building Instructor being dispensed with after the completion 
of the first boat. 

Messrs. Casey, of Mynish Island, also built one nobby. 
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Thirteen decked fishing boats (nine nobbies and four Zulus), 
had at 31st March last been built at yards on the west coast

The liberal donation of £100, made by the “Carna Industries 
Fund” of Manchester, for the benefit of the Crochet Class at 
Carna, Connemara, was mentioned in our Seventh Report. It 
has since been decided to spend the money on new premises for 
the school, and the building will shortly be completed. 

We continue to receive very satisfactory accounts of the 
benefits derived from these classes. The acquirement of a use- 
ful art must be of some advantage to the pupils in after-life, 
and the earnings, especially when several girls from one family 
attend a class, are no doubt a great assistance in many homes. 

As a means of preparing girls for the duties of life and placing Domestic 
them in a better position for earning a livelihood, the Domestic 
Training Classes appear to meet a great want, and to be the 
form of education, most required in the poor districts of the 
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Drawn-work.

Of all the art industries established with our assistance in 
the congested districts, we regard the hand-tuft carpet making, 
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now in operation at Ivillybegs, as likely to be productive of the Carpet-making, 
largest results. The Messrs. Morton, of Darvel, have carried out 
their contract with us in a most liberal manner, and have shown 
not only great enterprise, but a strong desire to assist us in im- 
proving the condition of the people in South Donegal. They 
have erected a new factory at Killybegs, at a cost twice as great 
as the outlay they undertook to make when we entered into an 
agreement with them to co-operate in the establishment of the 
industry, and they propose, if suitable labour can be obtained at 
reasonable rates, to still further extend the business at an early 
date. A large number of carpets of very beautiful design and 
execution have been completed since work commenced in a 
temporary building in January, 1899. 

Our Instructor in weaving has been employed during the Weaving 
greater part of the year at Tourmakeady, County Mayo. This hon7CS P u,,s - 
industry is not in a hopeful state in any district; but there is 
always a fairly good market for the best quality of home-spun 
tweeds. Since the winter prices have recovered, and are now 
id. to 6d. per yard higher. The value of the home-spun produced 
in the districts of Ardara and Carrick is about £7,000 per 
annum. 



In 1893 our Board made a large loan to assist the Sisters of Foxford Mill 
Charity in fitting up a woollen factory at Foxford, where a fall of 
about six feet on the river Moy affords ample water-power for such 
an undertaking. Suitable buildings were erected, and a complete 
equipment of the best machinery was purchased. As might be 
expected in the case . of any new industry, some years passed 
before a profit was realised ; but now two travellers are employed, 
one in England and one in Ireland, and such a ready market has 
been obtained, owing to the superior quality of the goods, that 
the demand, exceeds the output of the factory. About 4,000 
yards of various stuffs — tweeds, serges, flannels, blankets, &c., are 
turned out weekly. Including the hosiery business, over one 
hundred hands are employed all the 3 7 ear round at good wages, 
and about £3,000 a year is spent in the purchase of wool from 
local growers, while £4,000 a year is paid for fine yarns imported. 

A loan was also made in 1893 to the Convent at Ballaghaderreen, 
where a hosiery and shirt-making factory is carried on. 

Iwo carpentry classes for boys were open — one at Letter- Carpentry 
macaward, County Donegal, and one at Cashel, County Galway. classes * 
ihe average attendance was 10. 

a .J n ^i’ uc tion in net-mending was given at nine places, viz. : — Net-mending 
Aillebrack, Ards, Turbot Island, Inishturk, and Onaght County c,asses - 
balway; Inishkea and Inishlacken, County Mayo; Downing’s Bay 
and feelin, County Donegal. The average attendance was about 
ten at each class.

V. ENGINEERING AND OTHER WORKS. 

It will be seen in Appendices IV. and XXXIII. that in the 
year ending 31st March, 1900, we expended the sum of £6,720 
on marine and other works, which may be classified as follows :

Marine Works. In August, 1899, we invited the County Councils of five 
counties Cork, Donegal, Galway, Kerry, and Mayo, to take over 
fiom ns, under tlie 18th Section of the Local Government Act, 
1898, the maintenance of certain marine works, amounting in all 
to 48, on which we had expended upwards of £30,000. The 
County authorities have not as yet accepted the charge of any 
of these works, with the exception of Canty’s Cove and Garinish 
Boat-slips, two small works which the Cork County Council has 
consented to take over. We hope, however, to be able to make 
a more satisfactory statement on this matter in our next report. 

The only marine works of much importance completed last 
year were Mace Boat-harbour, Connemara, which has been 
m progress for several years, and is now available for the 
accommodation of fishing boats, and Dugort Pier, with its 
approach road, on the northern shore of Achill Island. 

^° mm ^ ee °*. ^ ie “ Disaster Fund” transferred 

£J26 9s. 2 cl. to us in 1896 as the balance of that fund, and of 
this sum about £800 was applied towards the cost of buildino- 
tins pier and road, the total outlay being £1,655. For the as- 
sistance of the West Coast fisheries we have erected lights on 

fMao Head and Lyon Head > to the norfch of Clifden, at a cost 
ot £263, and have made arrangements to place one on Deer Island, 
near Koundstone, capable of burning for three months without 
•attention We have also made an offer of £150 to the Cork 
County Council towards the cost of a light at the western 
entrance of Berehaven, which is much required. 

We have recently offered to contribute £600 towards the 
cost of a pier at Ballinskelligs, on certain conditions, and the 
extension ol the pier at Kilronan, Aran Islands, having been 
decided upon by the Government, we have promised to con- 
tribute one-fourth of the cost, up to £1,000. 
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At- Dunaff, in Inishowen, a local committee, acting for about Drainage 
forty small landholders, has undertaken drainage works for the w orks ’ 
improvement of about 400 acres of land, and we are making 
a contribution of £150 for their assistance. 

In a similar case, in County Leitrim, we have given £200 to aid 
the Eslin Drainage Board in draining fourteen townlands, the 
total cost being estimated at £725. £50 has been contributed 

towards the Pollagh River Drainage, near Kiltimagh, County Mayo, 
which will improve about 480 acres, and benefit more than 
seventy landholders. 

The printed instructions for the guidance of Parish Com- Parish 
mittees, first issued in 1897, were revised in 1899, in accordance 
with the experience gained in the interval. 

In order to provide for better superintendence and control, 
and to ensure uniformity of practice in all parishes, eleven 
temporary supervisors were appointed for the winter months 
during which the works are proceeding, each of these officers 
acting for several parishes. About 2,000 applications for works 
were dealt with at our office in the year, and £1,782 was 
paid, out of a total of £3,000 promised to 30 parishes on com- 
pletion of the works. 

At a total cost of about £2,900 the following works have 
already been carried out under this scheme : — 

Improvement of dwellings by putting in 
windows, laying cement floors, removing 
manure pits, &c., . . . .320 cases. 

Erection of farm buildings, generally cow- 
houses, ..... 426 cases. 

Roads constructed or repaired, . .81 miles. 

Drainage of land, individual or joint works, . 120 miles. 

Trees planted, . . . . .900 trees. 

Land reclaimed, . . . .75 acres. 

The success of the scheme amongst the small landholders of the 
Swinford Union, most of whom are migratory labourers, is shown 
not only by the new farm buildings, main drains, &c., which are 
now so noticeable in this district, but also by the greater attention 
paid to the cottages to improve their appearance, and add 
to the comfort of the family. A very considerable pro- 
portion of the people have removed the manure heaps from 
the fronts of their houses, and no longer keep their cattle in their 
dwelling rooms. These are the first reforms which the Parish 
Committees and the Sisters of Charity at Foxford have endea- 
voured to effect, and at Foxford it has been carried out on fully 
nine-tenths of the holdings. 

The solid stone out-houses, many of them 17 feet long by 12 
wide and 7 high, with galvanized iron roofs, are remarkable 
proofs of what these poor people will do when given a promise 
of £2, or even £1, from the Committee. They frequently 
expend as much as £6 or £7 on timber, iron, lime, and, 
perhaps, the hire of a mason, besides devoting their own labour 
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Donation.

for weeks, and carting materials. Their neglect in the past 
of everything about their homes, their lack of interest in the 
improvement of their holdings, and their idleness during the 
small portion of the year they spend at home, contrast strongly 
with the industry and self-denial shown by the earnings made 
and saved every year in England or Scotland by these men, and 
are difficult to understand when so small an incentive suffices to 
bring about the change above referred to. 



VI. MISCELLANEOUS MATTERS. 

The only voluntary contribution received during the year 
ending 31st March last in aid of our work was the sum of £124, 
kindly forwarded as mentioned above, by the Irish Lace Depot 
as a bonus to be distributed amongst the workers in some of our 
lace and crochet classes. 

During the year a further sum of £1,000 was advanced on loan, 
to sixteen Agricultural Banks, making a total of £2,000 issued 
to twenty-five Banks, out of £3,000 set apart for this purpose. 
The business conducted by these banks (see the statistics given 
in Appendix No. XXXII.) consists of yery numerous small loans to 
poor persons who could not elsewhere obtain credit. So far as 
we are able to learn the profit to the individual borrowers is 
generally very considerable, and no losses have been incurred by 
the banks — indeed in every case a small profit has been made, and 
carried to the Reserve Fund. It should be remembered that these 
organizations exist, not for the purpose of themselves making a 
profit, but in order to enable their members to make a profit 
outside the bank. After a time, as confidence in the soundness of 
this system grows, they will no doubt attract deposits, as some 
have already done, and will so enter on the other most important 
branch of the business for which they are intended — that of 
banks for the investment of small savings. 

We are still paying £700 a year to the Galway Steamboat 
Company for the service to the Aran Islands, and £600 a year 
to provide a service on the north-west coast of Donegal, where a 
second vessel, the Burtonport, commenced running in June last. 

The cost of maintaining a nurse at Achill Island during the 
past year was provided out of the balance of the " Achill Disaster 
Fund,” with the consent of the committee of that fund. As our 
funds are not properly applicable to such a purpose as this, we 
have been unable to continue the temporary assistance we gave 
in this case. 

We continue to be under great obligations to Sir Andrew 
Heed. K.C.B., and to the officers and members of the Royal Irish 
Constabulary for the valuable assistance they have given us in 
connection with our horse-breeding and other agricultural and 
fishery projects. 
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Mr. T. S. Porter, of the Irish Land Commission, who has 
hitherto so readily given us at all times the benefit of his advice ’ 

in agricultural matters, has now been transferred to the Depart- Commission. 
ment of Agriculture, and we desire to record our great 
indebtedness for the valuable assistance received from him 
during the past eight years. 

The Accounts of Receipts and Payments in the year ended Accounts. 
31st March last, as furnished to the Comptroller and Auditor- 
General, as well as full details under each head and the issues on 
loan, are submitted in the Appendix to this Report. Owing to 
the requirements of the Treasury in regard to the expenditure of 
the new Parliamentary Grant the form of our Account has been 
altered since the 1st October, 1899.

Circular 

Prevention of Potato Disease. 

The following information relates to the stalk disease, “Peziza 
postuma,” and to the root-rot fungus, which are associated with the 
appearance of the “yellow” blight of potato plants, and has been pre- 
pared for the guidance of the Board’s Agricultural Instructors from 
information supplied by Professor T. Johnson, D.Sc., of the Depart- 
ment of Science and Art, who has recently made an inquiry into the 
matter. 

Potato-growers, especially in the "West of Ireland, have no doubt in 
many cases noticed the potato leaves gradually turning yellow long 
before it is the normal time for the plants to die down. Thus some 
varieties which should last to the end of September have their leaves 
yellow or quite gone at the end of July. This early “ yellowing” is a 
sign of disease. 

Plants with such leaves do not give their full 3 7 ield of potato tubers. 
On the undergiound parts of such plants, on the roots, on the branches 
of the stem (rhizome), and on the tubers fine, brown, branching threads 
can be seen, especially with a magnifying glass. These threads are part 
of a fungus which attacks the potato plant underground, both inside and 
outside, and prevents the roots from doing their work— that of taking 
up from the soil the water and mineral matter needed by the plant. 
These fungus threads also attack the roots of all kinds of weeds in 
the potato plot, and in this way are more easily able to creep from a 
diseased potato plant through the soil to attack the roots of a healthy 
plant, and so to spread the disease through the crop. As the roots 
of the attacked plants die little black swellings or spots — sclerotia— the 
size of a pin-head, may be seen in them and on their exposed surface. 
These swellings serve to keep the fungus alive from year to year. This 
same potato plant with the yellow leaves and the root fungus just 
described, will often be found suflerirg also from the “stalk ” disease 
in which the stem either just above the ground or through a large part 
of it is seen to be no longer green, but white, dry, and hollow. In the 
hollow part and ofteii on the surface will be found many swellings, 
white at first, afterwards becoming black, more or less rounded, and 
varying in size from a pea to a pin-head. At this stage of the “ stalk ” 
disease the decay of the stem causes it to topple over, and a badly 
affected plot will at times appear as if the plants had been trodden 
down. No nutriment can then pass. up or down through the decayed 
stem, and the leaves and portion of the stem above the decayed part, 
(hough it may be for some time still green, is quite useless to the 
plant. 
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If the becl in which such plants are growing be examined, the 
decaying leaves lying on the ground will often be found to have similar 
large swellings on them. They also often have little greyish-white tufts 
of easily detached “ spores ” or “ conidia ” on them. In both cases the 
decaying leaf helps to spread the disease. 

Whether the black swellings occur on the underground parts of the 
plants — the roots and tubers (“ potatoes ”), or on the stem (rhizome}, 
or above ground, in or on the stem and leaves — they enable the disease 
to live on from year to year, and to infect the following year’s crop. The 
black swellings are not dead as some have thought, nor a sign that the 
disease itself is at an end. Potato plants suffering from the stalk 
disease have in all cases examined been found to suffer also from the 
root-rot fungus. 

One of the most serious features in connexion with the, spreading of 
the yellow blight and the difficulty of stamping it out is the fact that 
both the root fungus and the stalk fungus attack, as above stated, the 
many different kinds of weeds found in potato-beds, and which are often 
left along the edge of the bed during winter. 



The remedial and 'preventive measures recommended are as follows : — 

(1.) When signs of the diseases mentioned are first noticed, and from 
time to time afterwards while they contiuue to appear, the grower is 
advised to go through the plants with a sharp knife and cut out and 
remove every portion of the potato tops the stems of which have been 
affected as described above. The stem should be cut through immediately 
below the decayed portion, care being taken to avoid, as far as possible, 
injury to the healthy parts of the plants. Care should be, taken as 
far as possible to prevent the black swellings falling on the ground. 

(2.) All weeds growing through the crop should be pulled up with 
their roots, removed and burned. 

(3.) Potatoes should not be planted in land in which diseased potatoes 
were growing the previous year. The greater the interval between two 
successive crops of potatoes in such land the better ] and potatoes grown 
in land which was affected by the diseases in question should not be used 
as seed, but if this cannot be avoided it is recommendeJ that these 
tubers should be steeped in a half per cent, solution of copper sulphate 
before they are pitted. Such a solution may be made by dissolving 
eight ounces of copper sulphate in ten gallous of water ; the potatoes 
should be steeped for about an hour in the solution and afterwards 
thoroughly air-dried before pitting. 

(4.) Care should be taken to burn all weeds, potato-stalks, roots, and 
decaying foliage which remain in the ground after the potato crop has 
been removed • on no account should the pits be covered with potato- 
stalks, nor should the stalks be used for litter. To leave the diseased 
tops, roots, weeds, or black swellings on the ground is to leave that 
which reproduces the disease next season, and is very much the same 
as allowing weeds to run to seed, and the seed to stay in the ground. 

(5.) The seed potitoes, especially when used cut, should not be 
planted in direct contact with fresh seaweed or fresh dung, both sea- 
weed and dung should b ft well rotted before use. 
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Fresh seaweed should not be used. Some few months befoi'e the 
seaweed is to be applied to the land it should be made into a manure 
heap by alternating it in layers a foot thick with similar layers of soil. 
The whole can at the end of the time be used like well-rotted farmyard 
manure. The healthier the conditions under which the potato plants 
are grown the less liable will they be to disease. 

(6.) Lime, potash and phosphates are three foods highly necessary for 
the full development of the potato plant, so that, especially in peaty 
land, a heavy dressing with lime, e.g. in the form of “ coral sand,” will 
be an advantage. 

(7.) The more thoroughly the ground is drained and aerated the less 
likely are the potato plants to be attacked. 

Deep trenching of the ground should be carried out where possible. 
The wet, sour, peaty lands are largely responsible for the ravages of 
yellow blight. 

The measures above mentioned should be adopted as far as possible 
on the Board’s Example Holdings.
